A SHIP BURNED AT SEA. 
Twenty Lives Lost. 

Particulars have been received of the de- 
struction by fire in the Chinese seas of the 
steamship Paoching, Captain Place, and the 
loss of over twenty lives. ‘Tho Paoching was 
on a voyage from Shanghai to Hankow, and 
about five hours after her departure the crew 
of another steamship, the Nankin, observed 
dense massesof smokeabout five miles ahead of 
them. On approaching nearer they saw that 
the Paoching was a mass of , and those 
on board wereseen clinging round hor, hangin; 
tothe sides by ropes. As the ropes burned 
through the unfortunate people dropped into 
the water ono after the other, and were 
drowned. The Nankin launched several 
boats, and rescued Mr. Christiansen, tho first 
officer, also tho seoond officer, and twenty-one 
natives, many of whom were suffering from 
severe burns. Two other vessels came up 
and assisted in rescuing about twenty more, 
and then a Chinese gunboat steamed close to 
the wreck with the object of taking off those
